I  am  submitting  herewith  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Comptroller  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Illinois  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1961. 

The  year  1900-61  marks  the  ninety-third  year  of  the  operation  of  the  Univer- 
sity. Prior  to  1911  statements  of  the  financial  operations  appeared  only  in  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  which  since  1909  have  contained  the  annual  and 
biennial  budgets.  Since  July  1,  1911,  separate  reports  have  been  published  showing 
the  financial  operations  of  each  year.  These  reports  are  intended  to  form  a  compre- 
hensive and  permanent  record  of  the  finances  of  the  University  for  the  periods 
covered,  for  the  information  and  reference  of  all  persons  concerned  or  interested. 

A  summary  of  the  principal  facts  in  the  present  report  is  presented  on  page  6 
and  succeeding  pages  followed  by  detailed  tables. 

The  financial  statements  of  the  University  for  the  past  year  have  been  examined 
by  Lybrand,  Ross  Bros.  &  Montgomery,  Certified  Public  Accountants,  and  their 
report  thereon  is  appended  herewith.

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SUMMARY 
Scope  of  Report 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Comptroller  covers  the  financial  transactions  of  all  funds  of  the  University  for 
which  the  Board  of  Trustees  is  responsible.  Appropriations  to  the  I'niversity  made  by  the  General  Assembly 
from  tax  funds  and  receipts  from  student  fees  and  certain  federal  grants  deposited  with  the  State  are  disbursed 
through  the  office  of  the  State  Treasurer.  The  Board  of  Trustees  is  authorized  by  law  to  receive  and  disburse 
funds  from  other  federal  grants,  operation  of  storerooms  and  service  departments,  auxiliary  enterprises  and 
self-supporting  activities,  and  all  trust  funds.  The  Board  also  maintains,  by  authority  of  the  General  Assembly, 
a  working  cash  fund  for  emergency  payments  which  is  reimbursed  from  current  State  appropriations. 

The  accounts  of  the  University  are  maintained  and  its  reports  presented  in  accordance  with  standards 
recommended  by  the  National  Committee  on  the  Preparation  of  a  Manual  on  College  and  University  Business 
Administration,  Volume  I.  Auxiliary  enterprises  are  reported  on  an  accrual  basis  and  all  other  activities  on 
a  modified  accrual  basis.  Income  in  current  general  funds  is  recorded  as  cash  is  received,  or  when  a  charge 
sale  is  made.  In  all  current  restricted  funds,  except  self-supporting  activities  and  auxiliary  enterprises,  the 
excess  of  receipts  over  expenditures  is  treated  as  deferred  income.  All  obligations  are  paid  as  soon  as  practicable 
after  they  become  payable. 

Gross  Assets  as  of  June  30,  1961,  Were  $271,150,076,  an  Increase  During  1960-61  of  $24,898,559 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  University  had  total  assets  of  $240,251,517.     This  was  increased  by 

$24,898,559  during  1960-61  (July  1,  1960-June  30,  1961)  to  $271,150,076  as  of  June  30,  1961.    The  analysis  of

From  current  income  for  the  year  and  working  balance  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  appropriations  of 
$1,559,827  were  transferred  to  plant  funds  for  minor  construction,  equipment  and  remodeling  (Exhibits  B 
and  E). 

Working  Balance  of  Current  Funds  at  Close  of  Year  Was  $743,806,  a  Decrease  of  $101,787 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  the  University  had  an  unappropriated  balance  of  general  funds  of  $845,593. 
Decreases  in  surplus  reserved  for  reappropriations  amounted  to  $2,097,449.  Proceeds  from  sale  of  land  amounted 
to  $11,912.  Current  operating  expenditures  for  the  year  exceeded  current  income  by  $651,321.  The  sum  of 
$1,559,827  was  appropriated  and  transferred  to  plant  funds.  After  allowing  for  these  changes,  there  remained 
as  of  June  30,  1961,  a  free  balance  of  $743,806  (Exhibit  B).  The  decrease  in  the  general  reserve  during  the 
year  thus  amounted  to  $101,787. 

Sales  of  Self-Supporting  Activities  Totaled  $2,578,492  While  Expenditures  Were  $2,438,129 

Sales  of  self-supporting  activities,  taken  into  income  during  the  year,  were  $2,578,492  (Schedule  B-3). 
Expenditures  made  during  the  same  period  totaled  $2,438,129.  Where  income  exceeds  expenditures,  the  excess 
is  reserved  for  the  respective  activities  as  a  protection  against  possible  future  deficits. 

Included  in  Current  Income  Are  Gifts,  Endowment  Income  and  Other  Trust  Receipts 
from  Private  Sources,  Totaling  $4,280,932 

The  University  receives  a  number  of  funds,  the  uses  of  which  are  specified  by  outside  agencies  or  persons. 
These  funds,  which  have  been  included  in  the  foregoing  figures  relating  to  current  income,  represent  gifts  and 
grants  from  private  agencies  or  individuals.  Some  of  them  are  in  the  form  of  endowments  from  which  only 
the  income  may  be  expended,  while  others  may  be  expended  in  full  for  the  purposes  designated. 

The  source  and  purpose  of  each  expendable  fund  of  this  kind,  together  with  details  of  its  operation,  are 
shown  in  Schedule  B-4.  During  the  year  gifts  for  various  purposes  and  income  from  endowments  in  the  amounts 
of  $1,027,901  and  $253,028  respectively,  were  included  in  current  income.

The  University  wras  also  the  recipient  of  additional  Federal  grants  (not  included  in  income  shown  above) 
for  student  loans  and  for  plant  additions  during  the  past  year.  From  appropriations  under  the  National  De- 
fense Education  Act  student  loan  program,  the  University  received  $250,000.  For  plant  additions,  the  Uni- 
versity received  $242,563  from  various  agencies  of  the  Federal  government.  In  addition,  bonds  issued  by  the 
University  in  the  amount  of  $7,430,000  were  purchased  by  the  Housing  and  Home  Finance  Agency  to  assist 
in  the  construction  of  additional  student  facilities. 

Income  from  Special  State  of  Illinois  Research  and  Service  Projects  Totaled  $804,083 

The  University  engages  in  several  research  and  service  projects  for  other  agencies  and  departments  of 
the  State  of  Illinois.  The  details  of  these  contracts,  which  also  are  handled  as  trust  funds,  are  included  in 
Schedule  B-6.  Expenditures  made  during  the  year  totaled  $804,083  and  are  included  in  Schedules  B-2  and 
B-2a  under  the  classifications  and  in  the  amounts  indicated  below:

The  research  contracts  and  grants  from  private  sources,  United  States  Government  and  State  of  Illinois 
provide  for  pa3^ment  of  direct  costs  of  the  programs  and  a  large  majority  allow  for  indirect  costs  resulting  from 
such  projects.  A  substantial  portion  of  these  contracts  allow  full  reimbursement  of  all  indirect  costs  resulting 
from  their  operation. 
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From  indirect  costs  recovered  from  private  gifts  and  grants,  United  States  Government  and  State  of  Illi- 
nois programs,  the  sums  of  $101,169;  $1,394,652;  and  $22,624,  respectively,  were  included  in  current  income. 
In  addition,  on  indirect  costs  recovered  from  private  sifts  and  grants,  an  amount  of  $100,000  was  transferred 
to  general  income.  (As  shown  above  under  income  from  the  United  States  Government,  the  sum  of  $300,000 
was  transferred  to  general  income  from  indirect  costs  recovered  from  United  States  Government  contracts.)

Income  of  Auxiliary  Enterprises  Totaled  $11,517,730 

Activities  described  as  "auxiliary  enterprises"  include  residence  halls,  family  housing,  union  buildings, 
bookstores  and  hospital  and  medical  services.  The  total  income  of  these  activities  for  the  year,  the  accounts 
of  which  are  kept  on  an  accrual  basis,  amounted  to  $11,517,730  (Schedule  B-8).  Operating  expenses  amounted 
to  $9,949,180  leaving  an  excess  of  income  over  expenses  of  $1,568,550  available  for  debt  service  and  plant  im- 
provement. The  sum  of  $1,344,842  was  transferred  to  sinking  funds  for  debt  service,  $117,994  was  used  to 
increase  the  University  ecmity  in  properties  held  by  the  University  of  Illinois  Foundation  and  $50,231  was 
used  to  purchase  fixed  assets.  The  small  remainder  was  reserved  for  the  respective  activities  against  possible 
future  deficits. 

More  detailed  information  and  statements  of  the  housing  activities  on  the  Urbana-Champaign  campus 
included  above  are  presented  in  a  separate  report  entitled,  "Annual  Financial  Report  of  Auxiliary  Services." 

Student  Loan  Funds  as  of  June  30,  1961,  Totaled  $1,472,444,  an  Increase  of  $347,088  During  1960-61 

Student  loan  funds  of  the  University  consist  of  private  gifts,  which  have  amounted  to  $631,145  and  grants 
(including  matching  University  funds)  under  the  National  Defense  Education  Act,  which  have  amounted  to 
$615,743.  These  amounts,  plus  income  after  allowing  for  operating  expenses,  have  created  a  loanable  principal 
as  of  June  30,  1961,  of  $1,472,444  as  compared  with  $1,125,356,  June  30,  1960  (Exhibit  C).  Principal  additions 
during  the  current  year  included  grants  (including  matching  University  funds)  under  the  National  Defense 
Education  Act  of  $263,889  and  a  gift  from  the  Ford  Foundation  of  $46,350.  Income  exceeded  operating  ex- 
penses by  $10,429.     Details  of  student  loan  funds  are  shown  in  Schedule  C-l. 

Loans  made  during  the  year  amounted  to  $707,213  and  loans  collected,  $373,970  (Schedule  C-2).  Loans 
outstanding  June  30,  1961,  amounted  to  $1,319,526  as  compared  with  $990,159  as  of  June  30,  1960.  Of  the 
amount  of  outstanding  loans  96.5%  are  not  yet  due,  and  3.5%  have  matured  and  are  past  due.  Collections 
are  being  made  on  most  of  the  latter. 

University's  Endowment  and  Other  Non-Expendable  Funds  as  of  June  30,  1961,  from  Public  Sources 
Totaled  $649,013  and  from  Private  Sources  $5,807,395 

Although  the  University  is  not  one  of  the  institutions  commonly  spoken  of  as  "endowed,"  it  has  received 
a  number  of  endowment  gifts.  Under  the  United  States  Land  Grant  Act  of  1862,  an  endowment  fund  was 
constituted  from  the  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  lands  granted  to  the  State  by  that  act.  This  fund  now  represents 
a  permanent  principal  of  $649,013  (Exhibits  A  and  D).  The  State  of  Illinois  in  1897  took  over  the  fund  and 
assumed  responsibility  for  the  payment  of  the  interest  at  the  rate  of  5%  per  annum.  For  this  purpose,  the  sum 
of  164,902  is  now  included  in  the  biennial  appropriation  for  current  expense  to  the  University  of  Illinois  from 
tax  revenues.     The  uses  to  which  this  income  may  be  applied  are  unrestricted. 

In  addition  to  this  endowment  a  number  of  gifts,  from  which  the  income  alone  may  be  expended,  have 
been  received  from  private  individuals  and  agencies  as  detailed  in  Schedule  D-l.  These  gifts,  totaling  $5,807,395 
as  of  June  30,  1961  have  been  made  for  the  following  purposes:

The  proportion  of  preferred  and  common  stock  to  the  total  invested  in  securities  as  of  June  30,  1961,  was 
39.2%  as  compared  with  40.1%  as  of  June  30,  1960.  The  average  income  based  on  cost  value  of  pooled  endow- 
ment securities  for  1960-61  was  4.8%  as  compared  with  4.7%  in  1959-60.  The  average  income  of  the  Miller 
estate  securities  held  for  endowment  purposes  for  1960-61  was  4.9%  as  compared  with  4.9%  last  year.  In 
making  investments  of  such  funds,  the  Board  of  Trustees,  unless  otherwise  directed  by  a  donor,  follows  the 
provisions  of  the  Illinois  Trust  Investment  Statute  which  places  the  entire  responsibility  for  selection  of  invest- 
ments on  trustees. 

Gains  and  losses  on  the  sale  of  pooled  securities  are  carried  to  a  "Reserve  for  Gains  and  Losses  on  Pooled 
Investments"  account.  As  of  June  30,  1961,  the  balance  (cumulative  net  gain)  amounted  to  $98,488  (Schedule 
D-l). 

Total  investments  (cost  value)  as  of  June  30,  1961,  were  $4,792,725,  as  compared  with  a  market  value  of 
$6,435,916.     Income  on  these  investments  was  $241,377  in  1960-61. 

Income  earned  from  all  endowments  was  $308,347  (Schedule  D-l  ).

To 
this  amount  the  sum  of  $1,559,827  was  added  from  current  income;  $3,979,210  from  special  State  appropriations; 
$242,563  from  United  States  Government  grants;  $279,295  from  gifts  from  private  sources;  $13,730,000  from 
proceeds  of  bond  issues;  $551,208  from   interest   and  gain  on  sale  of  1'nited  States  Government    securities;

$588,514,  not,  transferred  from  current  restricted  funds  and  $10,913  from  other  sources.  After  allowing  for 
expenditures  listed  above,  for  expenditures  of  $1,089,144  not  capitalized  and  $96,541  transferred  to  plant  funds 
for  retirement  of  indebtedness,  there  remained  on  June  30,  1961,  an  unexpended  balance  of  $25,351,558  availa- 
ble for  expenditure  in  1961-62  (Exhibit   E). 

Debt  Obligations  on  Various  Buildings 

During  recent  years  the  University  has  carried  out  several  building  projects  through  the  issuance  of  debt 
obligations  on  a  self-liquidating  and  pledged  fee  basis.  Total  additions  to  sinking  funds  on  these  projects  during 
1960-61  were  $2,380,273  (Exhibit  F).  Principal  payments  made  totaled  $537,000.  Indebtedness  remaining 
on  these  projects  amounted  to  $54,250,000  as  of  June  30,  1961  (Schedule  F-l).  A  balance  of  $2,599,827  remained 
in  sinking  funds  as  of  June  30,  1961,  to  apply  on  future  payments. 

Total  indebtedness,  including  indebtedness  on  properties  in  which  the  University  is  acquiring  an  equity, 
increased  from  $48,095,426  as  of  June  30,  1900,  to  $61,414,299  as  of  June  30,  1961.  In  addition,  a  bond  issue 
totaling  $1,350,000  for  the  construction  of  a  student  services  building  has  been  authorized. 

Plant  Investment  Now  Totals  $213,247,657 

Expenditures  for  plant  additions,  as  previously  stated,  totaled  $18,956,093.  Other  additions  (gifts,  etc.) 
totaled  $279,214.  Deductions  and  adjustments  amounted  to  $804,367,  making  net  additions  of  $18,430,940 
for  the  year  (Exhibit  G). 

The  investment  in  the  physical  plant  of  the  University  as  of  June  30,  1961,  has  a  book  value  at  original 
cost  with  no  provision  for  depreciation,  as  follows  (Schedule  G-l):

The  State  of  Illinois  has  supplied  the  bulk  of  funds  for  this  investment.  Private  gifts  for  this  purpose, 
however,  have  amounted  to  $6,824,847;  funds  borrowed,  $71,824,473;  and  United  States  Government  grants, 
$5,462,849.  Of  funds  borrowed,  the  sum  of  $8,935,494  has  been  repaid  from  earnings  and  the  sum  of  $1,474,680 
has  been  repaid  from  State  appropriations,  leaving  $61,414,299,  outstanding  and  unpaid  as  of  June  30,  1961.

In  addition  to  its  own  facilities  the  University  of  Illinois  uses  555,000  square  feel  of  space  al  Navy  Pier, 
rented  from  the  City  of  Chicago  at  $187,000  per  year.  Funds  are  held  in  escrow,  in  accordance  with  a  contrac- 
tual agreement,  to  pay  the  cost  of  restoring  the  Pier. 

Agency  Funds  as  of  June  30,  1961,  Totaled  $819,306 

Receipts  in  agency  funds  for  the  year,  which  includes  federal  tax  withholding,  were  $9,849,827,  disburse- 
ments were  $10,530,007,  leaving  a  balance  of  $819,300  at  the  end  of  the  year  (Exhibil   II  and  Schedule  H-l). 

Stock  Issued  During  the  Year  Totaled  $5,301,199,  and  Jobs  Closed  Out  Amounted  to  $13,408,552 

Storeroom  balances  of  $1,2(11,543  were  brought  forward  July  1,  1 900.  Purchases  and  expenses  during  the 
year  amounted  to  $5,319,039  while  stock  issued  during  the  same  period  amounted  to  $5,301,199.  After  trans- 
ferring a  surplus  from  operations  of  $20,100  to  general  University  income  there  remained,  as  of  June  30,  1901, 
balances  of  $1,299,483  (Schedule  I). 

In  service  departments,  jobs  closed  out  during  the  year  amounted  to  $13,408,552.  Included  in  this  total 
are:  physical  plant  jobs,  $8,177,333;  medical  center  steam  plant,  $1,007,592;  telephone  system,  $723,002; 
print  shop,  $408,842;  future  construction  planning,  $347,804;  laundry,  $300,120;  car  pool,  $202,407;  tabulating, 
$250,230;  laundry  construction,  $178,337;  medical  research  laboratory,  $107,718;  architectural  overhead, 
$148,075;  blueprinting  and  photography,  $145,439;  mailing  center,  $139,273;  stenographic,  $132,943;  television 
film,  $109,928;  chemistry  supply,  $101,948. 

Deposits  as  of  June  30,  1961,  Totaled  $285,291 

Deposits  made  with  the  University  by  individuals  for  various  purposes  during  1900-01  totaled  $293,448 
and  withdrawals  were  $73,007.     There  remained  as  of  June  30,  1901,  a  balance  of  $285,291  (Schedule  J). 

Receipts  for  Operation  of  Endowment  Properties  During  1960-61  Totaled  $332,626 

Balances  for  operation  of  endowment  properties  brought  forward  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  amounted 
to  $218,055  (Schedule  K).  Receipts  during  the  year  totaled  $332,020  while  expenditures  during  the  same  period 
were  $220,803.  After  transferring  $84,940  to  endowment  income  accounts,  a  balance  of  $244,932  remained 
as  of  June  30,  1901. 

Retirement  System 

The  University  spent  $2,235,191  (Schedule  B-2a)  on  security  benefits  for  its  staff  during  1900-01.  The 
University  Retirement  System  provides  retirement,  death  and  disability  benefits.  Persons  retired  before  the 
system  was  inaugurated  in  1941  are  paid  directly  by  the  University. 

University  of  Illinois  Foundation 

The  University  of  Illinois  Foundation  is  a  separate,  not-for-profit  corporation  established  to  handle  trusts, 
receive  gifts,  license  patents  and  render  other  services  to  the  University,  and  is  managed  by  a  separate  Board 
of  Directors.    Statements  are  included  as  Appendix  VI  of  this  report. 

Athletic  Association 

The  Athletic  Association  of  the  University  of  Illinois  is  a  separate  corporation  to  direct  intercollegiate  and 
intramural  athletics,  managed  by  a  Board  of  Directors  appointed  by  and  responsible  to  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  University.    Statements  are  included  as  Appendix  VII  of  this  report. 

The  University  of  Illinois  Alumni  Association 

The  University  of  Illinois  Alumni  Association  is  a  separate  corporation  to  promote  the  interests  of  the 
University  as  an  educational  agency  and  maintain  contact  with  alumni  of  the  University,  and  is  managed  by 
a  Board  of  Directors  elected  by  the  active  members  of  the  Association.  Statements  are  included  as  Appendix 
VIII  of  this  report. 

Other  Reports 

Student  organizations  and  similar  activities  are  included  in  a  report  entitled  "Organizations  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Illinois,"  which  is  available  upon  request.

General  Plan 

Contracts  have  been  entered  into  by  the  University  for  the  construction  of  an  addition  to  the  south  of  the 
present  Illini  Union  Building  and  an  addition  to  McKinley  Hospital,  1  10!)  South  Lincoln  Avenue,  to  be  used 
as  a  Student  Health  Center,  at  an  estimated  cost  for  the  combined  project  of  $7,950,000. 

Bond  Issue 

The  bonds  are  dated  October  1,  I960  and  were  issued  in  two  series,  A  and  B,  as  coupon  bonds  or  as  fully 
registered  bonds  without  coupons  and  are  exchangeable  for  the  other  type  of  bond.  All  Series  B  Bonds  were 
issued  as  fully  registered  bonds  to  the  Housing  and  Home  Finance  Agency.  Series  A  Bonds  were  issued  as 
coupon  bonds. 

Bonds  bear  interest  from  October  1,  1960,  payable  semi-annually  on  the  first  days  of  April  and  October 
in  each  year  until  paid,  commencing  April  1,  1961,  at  the  rates  provided  below  and  mature  in  the  following 
amounts  on  October  1,  of  the  following  years:

Operation  of  Buildings 

The  University  shall  deposit  all  revenues  derived  from  the  following  sources  in  its  own  treasury  to  the 
credit  of  a  special  fund  designated  as  the  "Illini  Union  and  Health  Center  Bond  Fund": 

1.  The  operation  of  the  present  Illini  Union  Building  in  Urbana,  Illinois. 

2.  The  operation  of  the  revenue  producing  facilities  to  be  constructed  under  this  project. 

3.  The  operation  of  any  other  revenue  producing  facilities  for  the  account  of  which  additional  bonds  may 
hereafter  be  issued. 

4.  Student  service  charges. 

This  fund  shall  be  used  in  the  following  manner  and  order: 

1.  Funds  derived  from  student  service  charges  shall  first  be  used  for  the  next  required  deposit  in  the  Bond 
and  Interest  Sinking  Fund  Account  pursuant  to  (3)  below. 

2.  Funds  remaining  from  student  service  charges  and  other  revenues  shall  then  be  used  for  all  current 
operating  expenses. 

3.  A  "Bond  and  Interest  Sinking  Fund"  shall  be  established  to  which  the  University  shall  deposit  a  sum 
equal  to  135%  of  the  interest  becoming  due  on  the  next  semiannual  interest  payment  date  plus  073/2%  of  the 
principal  payments  becoming  due  on  the  next  October  1.  Such  deposits  shall  be  made  on  or  before  March  1 
and  September  1  of  each  year  until  the  sum  on  deposit  is  at  least  equal  to  the  current  debt  service  requirement 
plus  a  reserve  equal  to  200%  of  the  annual  principal  and  interest  due  in  the  succeeding  fiscal  year.  Thereafter, 
such  sums  shall  be  deposited  semiannually  as  may  be  necessary  to  meet  current  debt  service  and  maintain  the 
aforesaid  reserve.     Funds  in  this  account  may  be  invested  in  United  States  Government  securities. 

4.  An  improvement  and  replacement  reserve  for  renewals  or  replacements  of  furniture  and  equipment  or 
extraordinary  maintenance  or  repairs  shall  be  established  to  which  there  shall  be  credited  each  fiscal  year  the 
sum  of  not  less  than  $25,000  providing  all  requirements  under  (1),  (2)  and  (3)  above  have  been  met.  Funds 
in  this  reserve  are  available  to  meet  any  deficiency  in  required  deposits  or  debt  service  reserve.  Funds  in  this 
account  may  be  invested  in  United  States  Government  securities  until  needed. 

5.  All  funds  remaining  after  sections  (1)  through  (4)  have  been  met  and  all  deficiencies  have  been  made 
up  shall  be  deemed  surplus  and  shall  be  used  for  any  of  the  following  purposes: 

(a)  For  calling  and  redeeming  bonds  redeemable  prior  to  maturity. 

(b)  For  purchasing  in  open  market  bonds  of  this  issue  at  the  lowest  prices  reasonably  obtainable,  but  not  exceeding 
current  redemption  value. 

(c)  For  investment  in  United  States  Government  securities. 

(d)  For  unusual  or  extraordinary  repairs,  replacements  or  improvements  for  which  no  funds  can  otherwise  be  properly 
provided  or  which  are  in  excess  of  the  amount  available  in  the  improvement  and  replacement  reserve. 

(e)  For  any  lawful  purpose  as  the  Board  of  Trustees  may  direct. 
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HOUSING  REVENUE  BONDS 
SERIES  B  AND  C  OF  1960 

OUTLINE  OF  FINANCIAL  PROGRAM 

General  Plan 

Pursuant  to  the  Housing  Revenue  Bond  Resolution  of  December  17,  1958,  the  Board  of  Trustees  issued 
$5,750,000  Housing  Revenue  Bonds  of  1960,  Series  B  and  C,  under  the  Fourth  Supplemental  Resolution, 
approved  May  17,  1961. 

Contracts  have  been  entered  into  for  the  construction  of  the  Pennsylvania  Avenue  Residence,  to  be  located 
at  the  southwest  corner  of  Pennsylvania  Avenue  and  Lincoln  Avenue,  Urbana,  to  accommodate  1,044  single 
undergraduate  students,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $5,750,000. 


Bond  Issue 

Bonds  are  issued  as  coupon  bonds  or  as  fully  registered  bonds  without  coupons,  and  are  exchangeable  for 
the  other  type  of  bond.  The  Series  B  bonds  were  initially  issued  as  fully  registered  bonds,  the  1963  through 
1970  maturities  being  registered  in  the  name  of  White,  Weld  &  Co.  and  the  1971  through  2000  maturities  being 

registered  in  the  name  of  The  United  States  of  America,  Housing  and  Home  Finance  Administrator  or  his 
successor.     The  Series  C  bonds  were  issued  as  coupon  bonds.     The  Series  B  bonds  were  dated  April  1,  1961,
